Countyf Pasadena 
Reach Agreement 

Baxter Ward to^ay an- 
.nounced that the Board of 
Supervisoi-s has approved an 
aRree.-nent between the 
Flood Control District and 
the City of Pasadena. 

The agreement provides 
for the District to deposit 
$94,200 with Pasadena to 
construct Line A of Project 
6251 in conjunction with a 
larger contract for lowering 
the invert of the main line 
condiuit of Line A to accom¬ 
modate development of the 
Pasadena Convention Cen¬ 
ter. The cost cf lowering the 
main lino will be paid by 
the City of Pasadena and is 
not reflected in the District’s 
deposit. 

The inclusion of the Dis¬ 
trict’s .storm drain in the 
city’s street improvement 
contract will insure the 
opening of the Pasadena 
Converition Center on Sche 
d'ule and will avoid unnece.s- 
sary disruption of traffic and 
inconvenience to the public. 

Line A of Project 6251 will 
begin in Euclid Avenue at 
Del Mar Boulevard, then run 
north in Euclid to Green 
Street located in the City of 
Pasadena. 

The project will be fi¬ 
nanced out of ihe $252 mil¬ 
lion bond Issue approved by 
County voters in 1970, Ward 
added.

Asked By Assessor 
Philip Watson 

J.os Angeles County As¬ 
sessor, Philip E. Watson, has 
urged al] persons required 
to submit Business Property 
Statements to file them be¬ 
fore the April 1 deadlLrve. 

Watson said failure to do 
so could result in severe 
penalties as well rrs loss of 
the 43 per cent Business In¬ 
ventory Exemption. 

The Assessor explained 
that any person owning tax¬ 
able or exempt tangible per¬ 
sonal property in the County 
on the March 1 lien date, 
must file a written property 
statement on a form provid¬ 
ed by the Assessor’s Depart¬ 
ment before April 1, 197.3. 
“I'Jo extensions on this dead¬ 
line will be allowed,” he de¬ 
clared. 

Wat.son disclosed that 
-learly .3,000 penalty assess¬ 
ments totaling $4 million in 
fines resulted in 1972, be¬ 
cause property statemo,nts 
are levied, the Assessor said 
that failure to make a time¬ 
ly filing could resiult In a 
10 piT cent penalty against 
all personal property. ‘‘In 
addition to the 10 per cent 
penalty, it is possible that 
ihe 4,3 per cent Inventory 
Exemption could be lost,” he 
said.

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
tees of $10.00 each are paid the County Oerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk tor 
tiling with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a tiled fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-tiling is made at the end of ^ each five 
year period it there has been any change in 
information' which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required.

A. — Generally, the rat¬ 
ings given to stocks have to 
do with their quality and 
more specifically the likeli¬ 
hood of the company to con¬ 
tinue making money and 
paying dividends. The three 
biggr^st services that give 
stocks ratings a'v? Standard 
& Poor’s, Moody’S and the 
Value Line Investment Sur¬ 
vey. 'The same letters do not 
mean the same thing in 
eadh service. Each service in 
the introduction to its ma¬ 
terial gives an explanation 
of how they develop their 
ratings. This material is 
available in a great many 
public libraries and also i'.v 
many brokers’ offices, and it 
is best th.at you read it 
yourself. 

The Standard & Poor’s .and 
the Moody’s ratings are 
q.uality ratings and should 
not be used solely as means 
of deciding to buy or sell a 
stock. Value I.inc’s ratings 
are designed to bp more of 
a buy or sell guide. 

Q. — Who determines the 
hid and asksd prices that 
appear in the paper every¬ 
day for Mutual Funds? 

A. — Twice a day at mid¬ 
day and the close of the 
market, the price of Mutual 
Fund shares are computed. 
This is done by multiplying 
the numoer of shares of each 
issue of stock they own. by 
the market price at that 


time. To this is added the 
cash held and the total 
divided by the number of 
shares the fund has out¬ 
standing. 'That is the “bid” 
price at which the shares 
sell, or the price the seller 
gets. This price is also re¬ 
ferred to as “the net asset 
value.” It sells at that price

Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean something diflercnt to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he's heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(whichvaries greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly, 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Kasy answ ers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; lihas happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities’’ your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Incarceration is a miser¬ 
able failure. 

4. Liberalize and expand prisoner "rights” whenever 
the felon thinks he needs it. 

5. Integrate Corrections into the original sentencing 
of the felon. 

6. Society is guilty of outlawing “private behavior,” 
thusly resulting in over-criminalization.

The overall report covers every major category of 
law enforcement. Some sections aren’t too outlandish, es¬ 
pecially the part of the report dealing with the police. 

Outstanding law enforcement officers like Chief Ed Davis 
of Los Angeles participated in the pre-convention machina¬ 
tions of the Commission, preventing the report from being 
far worse than it is.

RTD Reduces Fares With 
Monthly March Passes 


Los Angeles County resi¬ 
dents can ride the bus an ' 
.unlimited .number of times 
durinug March with South¬ 
ern California Rapid Transit 
District’s money -saving 
monthly passes. 

RTD’s regular and senior 
citizen passes will go on sale 
beginning Sunday, February 
25, for March riding. 

Eliminating the need for 
ready cash — since RTD 
operates on the Exact Fare 
plan — the passes are avail¬ 
able for one-zane ridiiig at 
S:l2, while a two-zone pass 
sells for $15,50. Three-zone 
passes cost $19; four-zone, 
$22.50; and five-zone, $26. 
Single zone senior citizen 
monthly passes .sell for $9. 

The dime fare for senior 
citizens is effective on week¬ 
days from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
and from 7 p.m. to midnight, 
as well as all day on week¬ 
ends and holidays. To be 
eligible for the reduced fare, 
seniors (men 65, women 62) 
must show the driver a sen¬ 
ior citize.Tvs identificatioi. 
card or Medicare card.
